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You Want to Run for a (Puppy) Title?

Introduction 

There are many aspects to running for, and win- 
ning a puppy—or leather, or rubber, or other 
kink—contest and receiving a title. ’m sometimes 
asked what one needs to do to win. Here are my 
personal thoughts. These may differ from other’s 
thoughts. As [ll likely mention a couple times: 
there is no one right way, but there are wrong ways. 


Why are you running? 

The first question to ask yourself is why are you 
running? Knowing yourself well and why you want 
to compete will help answer most questions related 
to both competing and, if you win, representing 
the title and community well. It is the single most 
important thing to know. On the surface it appears 
easy, though, I contend, it is actually one of the 
toughest questions. 


Why do you want to run? Go beyond the surface. 
Be introspective and get deep to your personal rea- 
sons. There isn’t a single right reason for every- 
one—there is a tight reason or reasons for you. 
And there are wrong reasons. 


Are you wanting to use the title to help grow the 
community? Do you think it would just be fun 
to win? Were you asked to run because a club or 
bar or person you respect thought you would be a 
good representative of the community? Did some- 
one just need more contestants for a contest? Did 
you want to experience what it is like to compete? 
These and many other reasons could be right for 
you, ot any of them may be a horrible reason for 
you. Think about it and figure it out for yourself— 
your reason(s) will likely be different from your fel- 
low contestants. And only after you can answer the 
question decide if running is right for you or not. 


Competing or winning will not solve any problems 
in your life, and I advise against competing if you 
think it will. Please consider how you might feel if 
you ran and didn’t win. Would you work through a 
loss quickly or would it be a big blow to your psy- 
che? Again, not just at the surface—please think 
about it deeply. 


Are you ready to run? 

The next question to ask is related to the last: Are 
you teady and able to run? You are making mul- 
tiple commitments when you choose to run. The 
first are around preparing for and participating in 
the contest, the latter are around if you win (see 
next section as well). Each has physical, mental, 
and financial aspects. 


Any contest, from the smallest local to an interna- 
tional one takes time and effort to prepare for and 
compete in. Will you take the time to do the prepa- 
ration required? Seriously, will you invest the time 
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and effort to do your best, or just enough to look 
decent or even win? As needed, will you spend the 
money required? Beyond time and money, there 
are other important questions as well. Are you will- 
ing to learn how to do or improve on things like 
public speaking or being interviewed? How about 
performing a fantasy on stage if that is part of the 
contest? Are you going to practice in a way that 
works for you? 


Some other questions to think about before you 
enter a contest, especially a regional, national, or 
international one. Win or lose, are you okay being 
known as a public person? Are you okay with your 
photo posted on social media, perhaps around the 
world—and being publicly associated with your 
kink? Do you realize that you will be watched and 
judged on everything you do, by even more people 
and to a higher degree than you already are? How 
will you manage the people that will say negative 
things because they look at something different- 
ly? How will you manage those that look up to 
you as a titleholder? If they don’t already know, 
would it be okay if coworkers or bio family found 
out—because whether you tell them or not and 
whatever name you use in this day of social media 
and facial recognition you should expect it to be 
public knowledge. You never know when someone 
may approach your mom about your win out of 
“concern” about their child’s deviant behavior that 
needs to be corrected—and get shocked when she 
replies, “Isn’t that great, I’m so proud of him” 

(I just wish I had a picture of their face). 


One other thought to consider: How are you going 
to balance your individual likes and dislikes with 
representing a larger community, should you 
win? (Judges, you can still use that common 
question.) 


Most titles have a few formal responsibilities 
for the winner. Two that you can usually count 
on are to represent the title appropriately and 
to return a year later to hand over the title to 
the next winner. Some contests expect you to 
be a contestant at the next level contest. Be- 
yond that, there is often little required. That 
doesn’t mean more isn’t expected, however 
that will vary with the contest. Make sure you 
know what you are signing up for before en- 
tering any contest.

A lot of puppies today identify with a fetish/kink color along with their pup 
persona. This has been a natural, accepted development in the community and 
is rather interesting to watch, especially, as some puppies kind of identify with 
a certain color at one point in their fetish lives only to decide later that they 
do not want to identify or be identified with that color anymore. Some people 
in our community discourage such indecisiveness, but I write to you today 
because I want to encourage it! 


I used to be a yellow puppy, and now I wear orange. However, truth be told, 
I’m thinking of changing to yellow again. Some people fear the label (or stig- 
ma) that comes with the color or colors they flag. They fear that this label 
might deter others from approaching them at either the bar or at a Leather 
event. But, we must all remember that what someone else may wear should 
never, NEVER! deter another from approaching him or her. We must remem- 
ber that whatever color a person may or may not flag does not mean that that 
particular color (or the sexual experience for which that color stands) is that 

’s whole reason for being. For example, someone who wears orange

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may not necessarily be looking for “Anything, Anytime.” Orange has been 
known to be a color that subconsciously brings out excitement and enthusi- 
asm no matter what the context. Likewise, someone who wears brown may 
just be representing the Dobi (Doberman) to which they identify—and not

And so, in conclusion, I just want to encourage others to wear what they want 
to wear and not be afraid of the stigma (if any) that comes with “the Code.” 
Likewise, I want to encourage us not to be intimidated or put off by “the 
code.” I want us to build bridges and be open. I want us to communicate. And 
so, I encourage you, make a friend this month, make a friend with someone 
who’s colors may intimidate or challenge you—in short, make a friend with 
someone whose colors might put you off. Start a conversation with that per- 
son and just see where the conversation/relationship goes. You might be in 
for a pleasant surprise. And remember, it’s not the gear that makes the puppy 
(nor the person), it’s who you are.

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Are you interested in showing off your fetish gear to the public? Maybe you want to go to the supermarket dressed as a puppy or ride the bus as a gimp? 
Whatever you do, doing it in kink gear can make even the most menial tasks exciting adventures! But there are some do’s and don’ts when it comes to public 
displays of kink clothing. 


Wearing kink gear legally 

One of the most common problems I hear from fetishists is the fear of being arrested either due 
to public indecency or from concealing their identity. In North Dakota for example, HB-1304 
prohibits “the wearing of masks, hoods, and face coverings” and is a punishable offence up to 
$3,000. According to the International Center for Not-for-Profit Law, eleven US States currently 
have anti-mask laws in place. Many of these laws however date back to the mid-twentieth century 
when hate groups such as the Ku Klux Klan wore white hoods to conceal members’ identities. 
Other states such as Tennessee and Florida have invalidated their mask laws due to them being 
unconstitutionally broad. 





So, what does this mean to you? Well, it’s always good to understand the laws and regulations where you live. I currently reside in Chicago, IL which does 
have a mask law in place. And yes, I do personally know puppies who have been ticketed while wearing their hoods downtown. However, context matters 
heavily in these situations. If your going to wear kink gear in public, my advice is to go “all in.” I usually have a full coverage suit such as a rubber catsuit or a 
spandex zentai suit (a skin-tight garment that covers the entire body) along with my hood. If you fully complete the look, police will interpret you more like a 
street performer. 


Think about this from the perspective of a police officer. If someone wants to rob a bank, they probably will be wearing clothes that don’t stand out (i.e. 
jeans and a t-shirt). If that person randomly puts on a hood, well now it looks like they have something to hide. Then, after the person commits the supposed 
crime, they can hide the hood and look completely normal. This raises suspicion and may lead to questioning from police. However, when fully geared up, 
you'll most likely attract a lot of attention. With so many wandering eyes on you, it would be ridiculous for someone in full gear to commit a crime and get 
away with it. People may even interpret it as a cosplay (the practice of dressing up as a character from a movie, book, video game, etc.) of some kind and not 
think twice. 


I can only speak from personal experience, but even with all the police around during my public displays of kink, no officer has stopped me. Again, this is, 
no doubt, because of me going “all in” and treating the look more as a costume than a way to conceal one’s identity. As far as decency is concerned, use your 
best judgement. For example, if a bulge is visible when wearing some clothing, try padding it with some underwear to keep it less noticeable. There is nothing 
illegal about wearing “alternative clothing” if nothing private is exposed.

that people really don’t give a damn and the world moves on. Now I find 

that going out in kink gear gives me even more confidence when out in / / 


public! 





Most importantly, remember you are an ambassador of the kink community. Your actions will affect how the public interprets and views the kink community 
as a whole. In short, don’t be a moron and don’t be a creeper. Body language is very important since you’ll most likely be hooded. If you stand quietly in the 
corner and stay reserved, you’re going to look like a weirdo. Make sure your movements are somewhat animated, something to show there is a regular person 
underneath the gear. Feel free to chat up some strangers. Asking someone to take your picture is a great ice-breaker! At the same time, not all places will be 
accepting of kinky people. I have been escorted out of a shopping mall before due to fears of “scaring the customers.” However, I remained respectful to 
the security guard, answered all his questions, and we even took a selfie because he thought the situation was hilarious.

As far as facing hostility goes, be mindful of your neighborhood and the types of people 
living in it. This should be obvious but try to stay away from areas with high crime. 
During a Chicago Cubs game, I had some drunk guy yell at me, “Why are you dressed like 
a faggot?” I just smiled and screamed back, “Because I am a faggot!” The stunned look 
on his face was priceless. Besides that quick quip, I really haven’t encountered any hostil- 
ty from my public adventures. But when in doubt, it’s always good to have a buddy join 
you in any situation. 





When people notice me in kink clothing, there are usually two different reactions: the first reaction is looking the other way and pretending I don’t exist, 
while the second is showing signs of curiosity or support. I'll often receive complements and thumbs up when engaging in public outings. These are the best 
times to strike up conversation and get people curious about the kink scene. In the end, confidence is key. If you act like it’s completely normal, others will 
too. 


Criticisms of wearing kink gear in public 

Consent is always an important topic when it comes to anything sexual. A common criticism I receive is that the public is not consenting to see my kink 
clothing when engaging in outings. This is debatable, though I certainly don’t advise exhibition around schools, churches, and government buildings. But, 
as previously stated, if your private areas are covered, you’re just wearing alternative clothing. As with everything, context matters. If your mindful of your 
surroundings, respectful of people, and display friendliness through body language, then no one will perceive you as a threat. Good luck and have fun!
